Subject:      Instructions  for  transmission,  handling  and  dissemination  of 
l(Veekly  Slaughter  Data 


In  connection  with  the  revised  weekly  report  of  Federally  Inspected  slaugh- 
ter of  livestock,  specific  instructions  for  assembling  and  transmission  of 
slaughter  data  were  sent  to  a  number  of  field  offices.    Ti^ese  instructions 
included  a  revised  copy  of  Form  LSM~51  which,  in  most  instances,  was  marked 
to  show  precisely  to  which  office  or  offices  the  report  was  to  be  transmitted. 
A  recent  check  of  leased  wire  messages  transmitting  slaughter  data  showed  ^ 
only  a  few  wires  that  were  correctly  addressed  to  "Livestock,  GX  Chicago". 

Mnny  of  the  wires  moving  to  Chicago  contain  information  that  is  confidential, 
therefore,  its  interception  and  use  by  other  field  offices  is  not  authorized 
except  in  specific  instances  where  the  data  for  two  or  more  Meat  Inspection 
stations  are  combined  for  local  dissemination.    Examples  of  this  are: 
Baltimore  is  authorized  to  intercept  the  Philadelphia  report  and  combine  the 
data  with  the  report  of  its  own  office.    Likewise,  Philadelphia  may  intercept 
the  Baltimore  report  and  combine  it  with  the  Philadelphia  report  for  dissemi- 
nation, if  desired. 

To  safeguard  against  improper  use  of  the  slaughter  data,  offices  filing 
Form  31  reports  are  requested  to  properly  direct  their  transmission  by  ad- 
dressing the  report  as  follows:
